The carsou Prison Footprint*. 
Professor Joseph Le Conte, 
writing 


from Berkeley, Gal., Bends to Nature a 
brief account of the supposed human 
footprints found in the shale at Carson, 
and agrees with Professor Marsh and 
others in attributing them to a large 
sloth. The so-called human tracks, he 
writes, occur in several regular alternat- 
ing series of 15-20. In size they were 
18-20 inches long, and 8 inches wide. 
In shape they are many of them far 
moio curved than the human track, es- 
pecially in soft mud. The stride is 2% 
to 3 feet, and even more. The outward 
turn of tho track is in many cases 
greater than in Unman trucks, especial- 
ly in soft mud. But tha most remark- 
able thing about them on tho human 
theory ia the straddle, i. e , the distance 
between tho right und left serios. This 
T found to bo eighteen and even nine- 
teen inches, which was fully as great us 
that of tho mammoth trucks. This ih 
probably the greatest objection to the 
human theory. 
Ou the other huud, the 


great objection to the 
quadrupedal 


theory is the apparent singleness of tho 
tracks, nnd the absence of claw-inurUs. 
But it must be remembered that thu 
tracks lire deep, and the outlines soinn- 
wlmt obscure, nud also that tha mam- 
moth tracks, on account of tracking of 
bind with forefoot, are in most cnsos, 
though not always, biuglo. 


After careful examination for several 


days, the conclusion I came to was that 
the tracks were probably made by n 
large pluntigwdo quauruped, most like- 
ly a gigAQtio ground-sloth, suuh us iht 
Mylodou, which is found ia the Quater- 
nary, or tho Morothemum, which is 
found in the upper Pliocene of Nevada. 
Tho apparent singleness, the singular 
shape, and the large outwnrd turn o) 
the tracks, 1 attribute to the imperfecf 
tracking of hind aud fore feet on the 
sams side, while the absence of claw 
marks waa the result of the clogging of 
the t'oet with mud. This view seems 
to me most probublo, but many who 
have seen the tracks think them human, 
and I freely admit that there is abund- 
ant room for honest difference of opin- 
ion. On any theory the tracks are well 
worthy of scientific attention.
